WOM LEAVELL DEAD. 
Negro., ghot by

Tori Lea veil, one of th„ negroes 
shot by Mr. Clifton Garrott last Wed- 
nesday uight, near Longview died 
Friday night. 

Old Reuben Leavell, father of th. 
young man killed, was worse hurt 
than at first supposed and bis wound Jacl 
is giving him nmch trouble and may 
yet take a fatal turn. 

The facts of the affair as giv- n 
Friday were substantially correct. 
The origin of the trouble was correct- 
ly set forth. A representative of the 
Kenttckian visited the vicinity Sat- 
urday and secured tba correct version 
of the affair. Young Garrott was as 
saulted by Reuben Leavell and at 
least two of his sous. After shooting 
Tom Leavell he was kuceked down 
. iece of rail and for a moment 
lost consciousness. When ht recov- 
ered his senses Reuben Leavell aud 
one of his sons were trying to get his 
pistol. He shot old Reuben, the ball 
striking two in jhes above the heart 
and ranging upward iuto the left 
houlder. The sou then grabbed the 
•istol and it was taken from 
larrott. He got up and run 
life, pursued by some of his 
ants for a mile or more. One version 
is that he left his pistol, hat and coat. 

The fact that ail of the witnesses 
were negroes makes it difficult to get 
the correct details. Reuben Leavell 
is the political boss of his district 
and Garrott's own driver is under his 
ufluence. The danger to him lies in 
the absenci of witnesses who could 
be relied upon to narrate the uucol- 
ored facts. The fact that the trouble 
occurred on LeavetFi premises is also 
a point in law against him, but it 
cannot be supposed that he went with 
t'ae intention of fighting half a dozen 
brawny negro men, siugle-hauded 
and alone, a mile from any possible 
assistance. This very fact is doubt- 
Jess what led to the assault upon 
Garrott, the negroes seeing an oppor- 
tunity to give a beating to a white 
man and a member of the hated "Far- 
mers Club." Iu this they made the 
fatal mistake, however, of jumping the 
wrong mau and the Leavell family 
is not aa large as it was a week ago. 

No importance is attached to the 
thr u ats of mob violence to Garrott. 
attributed to the negroes of the Long- i 
view neighborhood. If a hai

Fraakfort, Ky.. Dec. 12.— Alonzo 
Walling must die with Scott Jackson 
for the murder of Pearl Bryan at 
Covington. The Court of Annals 
this morning refused to grant 
ling a new trial and'the sentence of 
death of the Campbell County Cir- 
cuit Court was affirmed.

TWO NOTABLE ERAS. 

A Comparison of That of Elizabeth 
and the Victorian. 

Queen Victoria has sat upon the 
throne of England longer than any 
of her predecessors. Henry III. 
reigned 56 years, Edward III. for 50 
years and a few months, and George 
IIL occupied the throne for 59 years. 
But Henry and Edward were boys 
when they inherited the sovereignty, 
and George was an imbecile for ten 
3'ears before his nominal reign was 
ended. Victoria was 19 when she 
ascended the throne, where, for 59 
years, in the full possession of ma- 
ture bodily and mental powers, she 
has ruled as queen of Great Britain 
or empress of the empire. Vic- 
toria's reign, however, will not be 
compared in his-tory with Henry's 
or George's or even Edward's, says 
the New York Independent, but 
with that of the queen who is 
called, though not so very good. 
Good Queen Bess, who reigned for 
nearly 50 years. The Victorian era 
will be compared with the Eliza- 
bethan era; what the one was to 
literature, the other has been to the 
material affairs of life. The Eliza- 
bethan age had its Marlowe, its 
Massinger, its Jonson, its Beau- 
mont and Fletcher and its Shake- 
speare. But princes and people ate 
with their fingers; the people of one 
country could hardly understand the 
language of those of another, and 
the condition of city and county was 
favorable to fire and plague. The 
age of Victoria shines in literature 
next after that of Elisabeth, and 
would surpass it but for Shake- 
speare, who is the bright star of all 
the centuries. But its chief glory 
is in the development of liberty, 'of 
popular education, of the political 
power of the people, and in the 
wonders of civilization accomplished 
by the aid of steam, electricity and 
the printing press. 

The occupant of the British throne 
cannot help or hinder very much, 
for she is, and has to be, a constitu- 
tional monarch. It is to her credit 
that her aim has been always to 
help. She is a model of a constitu- 
tional sovereign. Her Influence has 
always aided purity, honesty and 
peace. Aa the representative of the 
British people she deserves the 
honor she receives, and in ber reign 
the empire has been magnificently 
extended. Queen and people have 
been at one in seeking the fulfill- 
ment of the gteat plana of the cen-
